The Anglo Saxons 
have - abandoned! the continent to him because one cannot oppose STALIN 
with such, things as the MARSHALL Plan. In a few months from now the 
Soviet troops will , occupy all of Germany and the. DPs . will all be mas- 
sacred. If. these DPs return voluntarily to the. USSR, it is definite 
that 80$ of them will be deported but at least 20$ will be given their 
liberty and allowed to pursue their lives in peace. . In order to save 
the 20$ it is. absolutely necessary to immediately cease this futile re- • 
sistance. to repatriation.'.. , KEDIA cited asy an example the group ofLjj .. 
Georgians) from Paris, headeaj by /General '{SPIRIDON j who left^ for Soviet 
Geofgi kVfonlv a few days ago.,, KEDIA. said that the anti-Bol'sheyik“'"strugg3a 
should be conducted along different lines, and that the poor unfortunate*'*'* 
emigres whose participation cannot possibly have any effect anyway, 
should not be involved. The necessary goal cannot be- attained except 
indirectly and through provocation. It is not important today to 
organize armed .resistance in the Ukraine or Poland, however, it is 
important to .cease using, the political emigrants. from the East as an 
instrument of organized fighting. Also it is important to find or to 
create the causes for an- armed conflict. KEDIA considers the de GAULLIST 
success in France and the Rightist- in England* a catastrophe because 
these successes- will reassure the Americans who in turn will relax their . 
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war preparations and on the other hand will frighten the Soviets who 
will become more conciliatory ana especially more cautious. Therefore, 
it is necessary to work for Communist successes in Prance, Switzerland, _ 
Spain, Turkey and Greece; in other words in all countries where America 
has an interest. The greater the Communist success is in those countries, 
the sooner the war. These facts must be faced. It is inevitable and 
sooner or later the real struggle against Bolshevism must be joined and 
the support of the USA and England sought. KEDIA is certain that anyone 
who participates in these pro -Communist provocation activities will find 
bS&Il favor with the Allies than those who t in a farouche manner, remain 
faithful to their principles and continue" to be anti-Soviet. The leaders 
of all those people who are fighting against the Soviets: Caucasians, 

Ukrainians, Poles, Germans (KEDIA puts the latter in the same group), 
should participate in this provocation plan for it alone can assure suc- 
cess and a future to Eastern ana Central Europe."

EGGY himself refuses to have direct contact with any of the people for 
whom he smuggles packages until he has been reassured} in other, words, 
the operation has to have been performed successfully several times 
before EGGY ywill agree to deliver the package personally.
